hospital. There was a deeply affecting 
scene when the wife and daughter be- 
held the man who had left home last 
Friday apparently in pertect health, 
now past all human aid, 

Among those at the hecspital were 
Representatives Frank Park, William 
Schley Howard, Cari Vinson, J. W.

ASQUITH RESIGNS 
PUST OF PREMIER: 
BUNAR LAW CALLED 


If Law Declines to Accept 
Premiership, It Is Consid- 
ered Certain King George 
Will Call Lloyd-George. 


‘PO’ TICIANS SURPRISED 
BY ACTION OF ASQUITH 


Coalition Cabinet Will Be 
Continued and War Man- 
agement Will Be Speeded 
Up — Asquith Refused to 
Yield to Lloyd-George’s 
Terms. 


December 5.—Hervert H. As- 
guith tonight resigned the British pre- 
miership, which had held through 
eight stormy years of domestic and for- 
eign history, and the government crisis 
found a solution which had been consid- 
ered the least probable of practical al- 
ternatives. The unionist leader, Andrew 
Bonar Law, was summoned to the pal- 
ace immediately after Mr. Asquith had 
departed, and the king offered him 
the prime minister’s commission which 
he had just accepted from Mr. Asquith’s 
hands. |

“The Right Honorable Mr. Asquith 
had an audience with his majesty, the 
king, and tendered his resignation as 
prime minister and first lord of the 
treasury, which the king has been gra- 
ciously pleased to accept.’

The continuation of the coalition cab- 
inet, with some changes, and the speed- 
ing up of the war management, will 
be the policy in either event. 

The premier’s decision to resign and 
advise the king to summon Andrew Bo- 
nar Law to form a cabinet was taken 
after a day of extraordinary political 
excitement. There were constant com- 
ings and goings of the political lead- 
ers between Downing street and the 
government departments. Mr. Asquith 
consulted with several unionist lead- 
ers, including Earl Curzon, Lord Rob- 
ert Cecil and the Earl of Derby. 

Noticeable absentees from this con- 
ference were A. J. Balfour, who is ill; 
Andrew Bonar Law. J. Austen Chamber- 
lain and Walter Hume Long. 

Premier Meets Supporters. 

In the afternoon the premier met his 
supporters, including Viscount Grey, 
Lewis Harcourt, Edwin 3S. Montagu 
the Marquis of Crewe, Reginald Mc- 
Kenna, Walter Runciman, Lord Buck- 
master, H. Samuel Lord Reading and 
Arthur Henderson. It is supposed Mr. 
Asquith explained that he was faced 
by almost insuperable obstacles to the 
reconciliation of the conflicting inter- 
ests and intended to resign. ‘Almost 
immediately the premier drove to the 
palace and had an audience witH the 
king. 

It now is remarked that when Mr. 
Asquith was asked in the house of 
commons yesterday if a food dictator 
had been appointed he replied sharply: 

“TI don’t like a food dictator.” 

There is much talk tonight of the 
possibilities of a general election. Mr. 
Bonar Law would first form a cabinet, 
if he takes office, as it is necessary 
that the government be carried on, 
and then appeal to the electors for a 
ratification of his administration. 

There is strong opposition, however, 
to any political campaign which must 
necessarily divert the country’s ener- 
gies from the war work, and the new 
government may decide to go ahead 
with the approval of the house of com- 
mons only and not of the voters. 

Part Played by Lloyd-George. 

The part David Lloyd-George 
playing in the crisis was demonstrated 
today by the fact that he remained in 
his office while the premier conferred 
separately with the liberal agd con- 
servative members of the cabinet. Mr. 
Lloyd-George’s policy had supporters 
in both camps. His strongest liberal 
friend, Lord Reading, carried messages

Lloyd-George’s desk. It was signifi- 
cant also that Mr. Bonar Law 
frained from attending the conserva- 
Asquith. 

Mr. Asquith’s retirement has taken 
the politicians so by surprise that they 
are not yet ready to predict the re- 
sults. The possibility that he will con- 
sent to remain in the cabinet with Mr. 
Bonar Law, taking the post of lord 
high chancellor, is discussed. 

Herbert Samuel’s promotion from the 
home secretaryship to Reginald Mc- 
Kenna’s position at the treasury also 
is predicted, while acceptance of the 
resignations of Viscount Grey and A. 
J. Balfour, which some of the papers 
backing Mr. Lloyd-George are demand- 
ing, is less likely under Mr. Bonar 
Law's regime than if Mr. err 
came into power. 

The labor party will hold a more im- 
portant part in any new cabinet. 

The more sensational London papers 
have enjoyed three or four days of al- 
most frenzied excitement, with de- 
mands and denunciations, often in lan- 


guage stronger than in the memory 
of ‘the present generation. Events in 
Rumania and Greece have been given 
a secondary place except as they were 
used as a basis for attacks on the min- 
isters.

WOMEN ATTEMPT UNABLE TO AGREE 


IU HEGKLE WILSON 
BEFORE CONGRESS 


As. President Speaks Ban- 
ner Is Dropped Bearing 
Question, “What Will You 
Do for Woman Suffrage?” 


Washington, December 5.—President 
Wilson’s address to congress today 
was marked by a woman suffrage coup 
in the galleries—the first real show 
of organized militancy in the capital— 
and by a great demonstration of con- 
gratulation to the president upon his 
re-election, in which many republicans 
joined with the democrats. 

After acknowledging the prolonged 
cheers and applause which greeted his 
entry to the hall of the house, the 
president had launched into his ad- 
dress, reviewing recommendations for 
railroad legislation, the corrupt prac- 
tices act and had passed to his rec- 
ommendations for a broader govern- 
ment for Porto Rico. He was just 
about to begin the sentence: “The 
present laws governing the island and 
regulating the rights and privileges of 
its people are not just,” when over 
)the rail of the gallery, where sat a 
party of women suffrage leaders, there 
fluttered down over the heads of an 
amazed assemblage of senators and 
representatives a silken banner of suf- 
frage yellow bearing in great black 
letters the inscription: 

“President Wilson, what will you do 
for woman suffrage?” 

The suffragists said afterward it was 
their protest that the president should 
with congress for broader suf-

Page Snatched Banner. 

As the banner rippled down the suf- 
fragists sat smiling and unperturbed, 
watching the effect. A diminutive 
page, raised on the arms of men direct- 
ly under the gallery, grasped the edge 
of the banner and *snatched it down: 

President Wilson, attracted by the 
stir, looked up-from his reading, and 
without hesitation or § interruption 
turned his eyes back to his manuscript 
and continued his address to the end 
without further demonstration. 

Policemen and gallery guards scur- 
ried to where the women were seated, 
but contented tkemselves with watch- 
ing the party if to prevent a fur- 
ther outbreak: 

When the joint session was over the 
suffragists ‘iled out unmolested by the 
police, who said they had no orders 
other than to prevent any further in- 
fringement of the rules of the house. 
The banner remained a tropky with the 
serzeant-at-arms. 

As it turned out the women had the 
plans laid with precision and sprung 
their coup almost on the second. Evi- 
dently in possession of an advance 
copy of the president’s address, they 
had timed the document at the speed 
they expected he would read and an- 
ticipated he would reach the Porto Rico 
section in eight minutes. 

Miss Mabel Vernon, of Nevada, who 
heckled the president here at his Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor speech last 
July, and who smuggled the banner 
into the house gallery under her coat 
today, kept time and gave the signal 
for the unfurling of the banner. 

“Canned” Reports.

JURY [5 DISMISSED 
IN POLLARD CASE 


With Jurors Standing Six 
to Six Mistrial Is Declar- 
ed, After They Were Out 
for 23 Hours. 


After being hopelessly deadlocked for 
twenty-three hours, the jury in the case 
of W. M. Pollard, who helped organize 
the street car employees, was called in- 
to the courtroom shortly after 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, and at the con- 
clusion of a brief address by Judge Ben 
Hill, dismissed on the declaration of a 
mistrial. 

State authorities and attorneys for 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany aver that prosecution of Pollard 
would not end, but that there would 
probably be additional charges brought 
against him before the present grand 
jury. 

Jury in Deadlock. 

The jury went into deliberation Mon- 
day afternoon shortly before 5 o'clock. 
At 10 o’clock Tuesday morning the 
twelve men were summoned before 
Judge Hill, the foreman, Ed Dunn, an- 
nouncing that the jurors were dead- 
locked—six and six—and that there 
were no prospects for a verdict to be 
reached. Returning to the:r delibera- 
tion, the jury was called back into the 
courtroom late in the afternoon. 

Foreman Dunn stated in open 
that there was still no change 
situation. 

“Do you men agree with your fore- 
man that there will be no break in the 
deadlock?” asked Judge Hill. 

“We do,” the other eleven responded. 

“You are intelligent men, and it does 
not seem tnat your opinions can be 
swayed, so I will declare the case a 
mistrial,” said the judge. 

Pollard Not in Court.

York, December 5.—(By A'sso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—In Rumania the forces of 
the Central powers are continuing their 
drive toward Bucharest. Already al- 
most encompassed on the south and 
southwest by the invaders, the capital 
apparently is being rapidly approached 
from the west and the northwest, with 
the Rumanians and Russians nowhere 
able to stem the tide. The encircling 
movement to the northwest from the 
regions of Tergovistea and Petrosita 
is dangerously threatening the town of 
Ploechti, and the only railroad running 
from Bucharest except to the east. If 
the pressure of the Teutons is main- 
tained the indications are that they 
soon will be at the doors of the capital. 

In the northwest, from the Carpath- 
ians to the Moldavian frontier region, 
the Russian offensive is making little 
if any progress. While Petrograd an- 
nounces the capture of another range 
of heights on the Moldavian front, the 
Russian war office admits the recap- 
ture by the Teutons in the wooded Car- 
pathians section of a height south of 
Voroneshka, Berlin says the Russian 
attacks everywhere have been without

All indications are, ear ry that 
the commission is seriously considering 
the re-leasing of the Western and At- 
lantic to the present lessee, and that 
in all probability the negotiations un- 
der way are calculated to result in 


the re-leasing of it on a basis which ' 


will bring to the state between $40,000 
and $50,000 a month income during 
the first year of the proposed new 
lease, with a graduated yearly increase 
per month during the remainder of 
the term of the proposed lease, which, 
according to the commission’s original 
invitation for proposals, would be for 
30 years from December 27, 1919. 

Under the existing L. & N. lease of 
the Western and Atlantic the state 
derives $35,001 a month as rental of 
the line. 

Following the hour, 12 o’clock, noon, 
Tuesday, which was set by the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad commission 
as the final time by which all bids 
and proposals for the lease, extension 
or lease after extension, of the state’s 
railroad must be in the hands of the 
board to be considered, the commis- 
sion held an executive session. 

After a comparatively brief session, 
the commission recessed until 4 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon, and at 5 
recessed again until 9:30 o’clock this 
morning. 

Secrecy Is Maintained. 

As to what if any proposals were 
received the utmost secrecy is being 
maintained and nobody, except the 
members of the commission, Governor 
Harris, and Secretary Cohen,’ Knows 
how many bids were received, and 
whether or not any were opened, nor 
has anybody besides those men and 
the railroad officials in question any- 
thing approaching authoritative 
knowledge as to what took place be- 
hind the closed doors of the commis- 
sion during yesterday’s executive ses- 


sions. 

At the inception of the possible ne- 
gotiations for the road’s disposal, the 
Western and Atlantic railroad com- 
mission, as announced by Chairman 
C. Murphey Candler, decided upon a 


policy of strict secrecy to hedge about’ 


all that might be done—not through 
any desire to withhold from the public 
any information the public might de- 
sire, and in which every taxpayer of 
the state is vitally interested, he ex- 
plained, but because the commission, 
desiring to strike the best possible 
bargain for the state, deems publicity 
of its action not desirable at this time, 
since parties to whatever might be 
done might in some way take advan- 
tage of such information. 

So carefully has this policy been

Mr. Asquith at once began a 
of reform—parliamentary, social and 
constitutional—of a radical nature, 
aided by David Lloyd-George, with 
whom today he is apparently at odds. 

Shortly after the outbreak of the war 
the liberal cabinet of Asquith began to 
be assailed by its political enemies, 
mainly on the conduct of the war, and 
particularly with regard to the naval 
branch of the British forces. So bit- 
ter was this campaign that on May 26, 
1915, a coalition cabinet was formed 
with Asquith, however, retaining the 
portfolio of prime minister. 

The present political crisis in Great 
Britain apparently had its origin in a 
Similar situation, especially on account 
of the government’s postponement on 
consideration of the British air board’s 


demand for fuller powers to meet the 
situation created by German air raids 
on England; the recent change in the 
command of the British fleet by which 
Vice Admiral Sir David Beatty was 
made head of the grand fleet, and espe- 
cially Mr. Lioyd-George’s demand for a 
smaller war council, which should have 
powers to act independently of the cab- 


‘inet. 


Mr. Asquith, in parliament Monday, 


admitted that there was trouble in his 
cabinet, and that he had asked King 
George to permit a reconstruction of it. 
Just how it was proposed to change 
the ministry was not stated, but the 
prime minister said that he desired to 
make it perfectly plain that whatever 
method of reconstruction was effected 
it would involve no departure from the 
policy already announced and pursued 
by the government since the begin- 
ning of the war.

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Moving Pictures of Big War 


To Be Shown at the Georgian’ 


The Atlanta Constitution, by special 
arrangement with the Hippodrome 
Film corporation, of New York, will 
give to Atlanta an opportunity of see- 
ing one of the very few of the genuine 
war pictures that have been taken in 
the present world’s greatest war. The 
exhibition will be at the Georgian 
theater December 14, 15 and 16. The 
genuineness of these pictures is as- 
sured, as they are actual scenes on the 
field of action inside the lines with 
the allies. To give some idea of their 
vivid and realistic nature, herewith is 
published an article taken from The 
Dallas Daily News: 

It seems incredible that some of the most 
terrific battle scenes of the European war, 
views of the great se& encounters, of the 
daring air raids and the grewsome sights of 
carnage in the wake of great battles could 
be transported from the fields where they 
were enficted an@® thrown in vivid action on 
the motion picture screen before American 
audiences Yet that is what has been ac- 


pany’s production, “At the Front With the 
Allies,’’ which opened a four days’ engage- 
ment at the Dallas Opera House yesterday. 

The English and Russian navies are 
shown in action. Several bombardments in 
which cities are literally shot to pieces and 
then swept by flames are pictured. In one 
picture a great oil refinery is struck and 
the large storage tanks catch on fire, mak- 
ing one of the most tremendous conflagra- 
tions imaginable. An English-German na- 
val engagement is caught here and there 
by the camera. One picture shows an Eng- 
lish submarine discharging a torpedo, and 
the succeeding one shows the torpedo strik- 
ing a German gunboat at a distance, tearing 
it half in two. 

The scene shifts from Flanders and the 
coast of the North sea to the snow-covered 
Caucasus, and the Russian army is shown 
in action against the Austrians. Here and in 
the Vosges are shown some of the most pit- 
iful scenes in the whole production. On 
great white battlefields, after the smoke of 
battle has moved away and the armies have 
moved on to new fields of encounter, literal- 
ly thousands of the slain are shown, half 
covered with snow, with here and there a 
foot protruding, or some other mark of iden- 
tification to show that the mangied masses 
are the remains of human beings. In many 
places the bodies were piled into great rows 


to form breastworks, behind which their 
survivors sought desperately to withstand 
the enemy’s onslaught. 

Towns are bomb ed and eset on fire. 
Turkish battleship is hemmed in a small in- 
let and literally<blown to pieces. 

Trench fighting, great artillery duels, 
cavalry charges—even,that silent messen- 
ger of death, the torpedo—all of these in- 
struments of modern warfare have been 
filmed by daring photographers, so at the 
American public might see what@ts own 
soldiers face—and that unprepared. 

A remarkable scene, probably the most 
remarkable from a spectacular point of view 
ever secured by a photographer at the front 
is a glimpse of the midnight battle in the 
Argonne hills of France. The weird and 
unique effect obtained by the flash of the 
deathdealing cannonade and the explosion of 


the lurid bombs, lighting up the forest land- | 


scape, is one of extraordinary charm and 
beauty. It is hard to realize that death 
lurks behind every shot.

Pioneer School Boys FOR THE FEDERAL BENCH 


Recall Days of Old 
At Banquet Tuesday 


Prominent Atlantans Recite 
Poems and Pieces of Years 
Ago Which Marked Fri- 
day Recitations in Old 
Schools Here. 


Revelling ‘n the memories of days 
long gone by, enjoying to the full the 
first meeting in many years as @ 
bunch of “school boys,” the Pioneer 
School Boys of Atlanta met at a ban- 
quet at the Healey building Tuesday 
night. Many of the members were ab- 
sent, but nearly 100 sat around the 
three long tables prepared for the oc- 
casion. 

It was an evening devoted to remin- 
iscences, and though humorous stories 
and recollections, anecdotes and “reci- 
tations” held sway, often a reference to 
the old days when as boys these gray- 
haired men attended school in Atlanta 
brought tears to the eyes of many. 

President William Healey presided, 
with Secretary James L.. Logan 
aiding in the conduct of the meeting. 
One-minute talks were had from all 
those attending, and the talks were 
supposed to be devoted to a recitation 
of the favorite “piece” which many 
years ago used to be given before a 
schoolroom of sympathetic listeners on 
a Friday afternoon. Letters, paying 
beautiful tribute to the old teachers of 
Atlanta, of whom only one was pres- 
ent, were read from out-of-town mem- 
bers of the organization, and each was 
received with applause. 

Aged Protessuvr Honored. 

Dr. Virgil Norcross, one of the prin- 
cipal speakers of the evening, paid 
tribute to Professor J. <A. Rich- 
ardson, a man who years ago 
taught the most of those present. Pro- 
fession Richardson was introduced by 
Mr. Healey and his talk brought the 
tears to the eyes of many of those as- 
sembled. He prefaced his address by 
addressing “My boys,’—and they were 
his boys—just as they had been long 
years before when studying in some 
little schoolhouse in Atlanta they had 
loved him and worked for him. At the 
conclusion of Professor Richardson’s 
address a rising vote of thanks was 
given the aged preceptor by his pupils. 

Secretary Logan, in speaking to the 
organization, displayed a silver cup 
which he had won in 1867 in a spell- 
ing contest. He proudly held it be- 
fore the eyes of his envious school- 
mates. 

There were as many talks made as 
there were members of the organiza- 
tion present, but Judge George John- 
son, of the frecorder’s court, brought 
down the house when he 
that in all his service as police court 
judge he was glad to be able to state 
that not one of the members of the 
organization had been brought before 
him. 

@ Organization Is Praised. 

Clark Howell, in praising the organi- 
zation for the work which it had un- 
dertaken, declared that the work of 
the organization was a gift to pos- 
terity. 

“Though the scene is one filled with 
pathos,” declared Mr. Howell, “it is one 
which is proof of a glorious work, a 
work which should be perpetuated,” 

Frank P. Riee, a pioneer citizen of 
Atlanta, related many incidents of the 
history of Atlanta, declaring that he 
was here before the first brick house 
was built; that he saw Atlanta before 
its devastation during the war and * 
had lived to see the day of its ~. cat 
rise to supremacy. 

From the pockets of many came 
scraps of paper bearing the words of 
his first speech, laboriously written 
and more laboriously recited, but one 
of the relics which drew the applause 
of the members was a program used in 
a declamation held at the city hall in 
Atlanta in 1871.

Judge Whiteforg Smith, of the De- 
Kalb superior court, was one of the 
speakers, having attended school in the 
basement of Evan's” chapel. Two 
prominent out-of-town members who 
attended were Arthur M. Word, a res- 
ident of Rome, who came to Atlanta 
especially for the occasion. Mr. Word 
attended school in Atlanta 45 years 
ago at Brymby, Jane's and Akers’ 
school. The other was John M. Gra- 
ham, of Marietta, who attended the old 
school of Jane’s, Moore and Richard-

son which was located behind what is- 


now the governor’s mansion on Peach- 
tree street. 

Rev. Alex W. Bealer, of Valdosta, 
Ga., a former newspaper man, and 
who attended school here in the same 
period, entertained the banqueters for 
many minutes with recitations and 
stories. 

Familiar Pieces Recited. 

The stories and poems recited were 
just the stories and poems which have 
been recited for generations by school 
children on the often fatal Friday af- 
ternoon. “The Boy Stood on the LRurn- 
ing Deck’—“‘The Deestrick Skule’— 
“Mary Had a Little Lamb,” and the 
‘heavier’ poems all found expression 
in the evening, though a great gong 
near the president’s chair brought most 
of the declaimers to their seats he- 
fore the completion of the picce. The 
time allotted was one minute, and 
many failed to delete the piece to suit 
the time.

Final disposal of the Western and At- 


lantic for another lease term will be defi- 


nitely settled before ldng« 
Whatever Atlanta proposes to do toward 


securing the plaza must be done within that ! 


time. 

The assent of the state and of the lessee 
must be obtained and definite plans for the 
improvement agreed upon. If this is not 
done and the lease is finally made and 
signed without provision for it, the plaza 
improvement may have to be delayed for 
another thirty years or more. And if not 
delayed for so long, it would involve, in any 
event, the procuring of what would perhaps 
be very difficult legislation. 

All conditions surrounding the property 

and its disposal make it imperative that At- 
lanta should go to work now and stick on 
the job until definite arrangement is made 
regarding this important improvement in 
the business center of the city. ’ 
* The enterprise doesn’t involve the state’s 
giving anything to Atlanta. The city is not 
asking for something valuable for nothing, 
but is proposing an improvement which will 
be valuable both for Atlanta and Georgia. 
The state will get value received and more, 
while Atlanta will acquire from it the most 
far-reaching municipal improvement in all 
her history. 

Certainly the Western and Atlantic re- 
leasing commission will be more than ready 
and willing to hear and entertain any pro- 
posal Atlanta may have to make upon this 
line. 

As an intimate feature of the plans in- 
volved in the future of the state road, the 
commission has every reason to go fully 
into the plaza proposal, and to take such ac- 
tion regarding it as it is authorized to do 
under the law which created it.

AS TO MOTIVES IN VOTING. 


The question as to whether “adamantine 
fixedness” is preferable to the “ready flop” 
in politics, finds a basis for discussion in 
the lesson which Editor Henry J. Allen, of 
The Wichita (Kansas) Beacon, seeks to 
read the south, under the caption, ‘Voting 
Their Prejudices.”

of these estimable American progenitors 
or their ancient quarrel. 


Budding Kansas voters, according to 
Editor Allen, would have been “shocked” at 
the thoughts of the Mississippi voter. “The 
Mississippi voter represented adamantine 
fixedness of political thought.” 

But he continues and draws the contrast 
by asserting of the Kansas voters: “Theirs 
was democracy in the fluid state, not the 
crystal form.” 

Very well, let’s have both brands; it will 
better conserve the national safety. 

The south needs no defense of its ‘ada- 
mantine fixedness,’ nor of its “crystalline” 
democracy. It is a position founded upon 
principle, a fact which makes it difficult for 
some republican editors and others to grasp 
and understand. Editor Allen has confused 
“prejudices” with ‘“convictions;” nor is it 
necessary to enter discussion of the why 
and wherefore of those convictions which 
are well understood, except in certain hide- 
bound circles. 

But what we should like most of all 
would be to read Editor Allen’s views upon 
the “ready flop.” After having supported 
Roosevelt four years ago, made the race for 
governor two years later upon the progres- 
sive ticket, gone to Chicago this year as a 
progressive delegate and said more down- 
right hard and vicious things, perhaps, than 
any other editor in the west about repub- 
licans and republicanism generally, Editor 
Allen swallowed the Chicago treachery, took 
the stump for Hughes and walked straight- 
way into the jaws of Wall street! 

We are inclined to think the Mississippi 
voter in his “adamantine fixedness,”’ has 
somewhat the better of Editor Allen, who 
finds no difficulty in a complete flop over 
night. | |

line’’ and welcome the “fluid,” which seems 
to have formed a homogeneous compound 
of sufficient weight and force to bury the 
floppers and the Bourbons in the same po- 
litical grave!

When I 
told him that I would, he pulled from a 
drawer of a table in the office an old tat- 
tered, blood-stained confederate flag. He 
then told me several incidents of their war 
life, one about when my father was wound- 
ed. The flag that he showed me was made 


by a woman of this town, and is, I suppose, | 


still in the possession of the Slaton family.

Valuable Georgia Papers Found 
In Station at Bridgeport, Conn. 


Unnoticed, thought of no value, trampled 
underfoot by the hurrying public at the rail- 
road station at Bridgeport, Conn. a -packet 
Of papers a few days ago lay upon the floor 
until somebody happened to give it more than 
a cursory glance, to find the documents of 
great worth, relics of more than 120 years 
4g0O, and belonging in the official archives 
of the Georgia statehouse. 

The person, name unknown. who rescued 
the documents, found them to contain the of- 
ficial seal of the state of Georgia and the sig- 
nature of Governor Edward Telfair, who was 
this state’s chief executive @uring 1790-93, 
inclusive, and of the then captain-general and 
commander of the militia of the state—the 
signatures having been affixed approximately 
125 years ago. 

According to the report of the find, reach- 
ing The Constitution from the Connecticut 
city, “the papers were trampled upon by the 
many passengers using the station until 
Someone was careful enough to examine them 
and turn them over to the proper authori- 
ties.” The theory expressed in the commu- 
nication is that “some traveler from Geor- 
gia probably dropped the valuable papers.” 

Governor Nat E. Harris and Lucian Lamar 
Knight, state compiler of records, however, do 
not share in that theory. 

“This reported discovery,” said Governor 
Harris last night, “recalls to me the return 
about a year ago of some historic documents 
of George Washington’s time, stolen from the 


state capitol at Milledgeville by a federal sol- 
dier during the civil war. 

“One day my mail contained @ large en- 
velope from some place up north, and in the 
envelope were a letter from George Washing- 
ton to the governor of Georgia of that day, 
and a-copy of an old colonial land grant, con- 
ferring title to a portion of the state’s do- 
main. Explanatory of these documents was 
a letter to me from the sender explaining 
that following the death of an old union sol- 
dier these papers had come into the writer's 
possession, and he, thinking them of value 
to the state of Georgia, sent them to me that 
they might be restored to their places in the 
executive archives. 

“The letter explained that when the fed- 
erals overran the capital of Georgia the sol- 
diers ransacked the statehouse, carrying off 
whatever appealed to their fancy. In this 
way, I have an idea, a veritable fund of his- 
torical data and documents were lost to the 
state, and much of it forever. Of course, I 
turned the Washington letter and the old land 
grants over to Mr. Knight, who restored them 


to the historical archives of the state. 

“I have no knowledge about these papers 
purported to have been picked up in Bridge- 
port, but it is very possible that they are gen- 
uine, and got away from the custody of the 
state in much the same manner as did those 
returned to me.” ; 

Who the “proper authorities” to whom the 
papers in question were delivered is not 
known here. Neither the governor nor Mr. 
Knight, at any rate, has been Officially ad- 
vised of the find.

Bishop Candler Makes Plain 
His Position on Secular 
Meetings in M. E. Churches 


Editor Constitution: On my return from 
the South Georgia conference today my atten- 
tion has been called#to an article which ap- 
peared in The Journal of Labor on December 
1, headed ‘“‘Debarred Meth- 
odist Episcopal Bishop Declines to Allow Use 
of Meeting Hodtse to Friends of Striking Car 
Men.” 


From Church. 


This article contains material mis- 


statements of fact, and, as a whole, is utterly © 


misleading, even when its statements con- 
form in part to facts. 

In the course of the article it is said, “On 
the night of Sunday, November 19, Rev. W. 
A. Hunton, pastor of Jefferson Street Meth- 
Oodist church, whereat meetings of this na- 
ture had been: held, made public announce- 
ment that no more meetings would be held. 
Later, it was learned that this decision to 
deny the use of the church to such meetings 
was based upon direction, or order, of Bishop 
Warren A. Candler, and there the matter 
rests.” 

Now, as a matter of fact, on November 1% 
I did not know such meetings had been held 
in the Jefferson Street church, and whatever 
announcement was made by the pastor was 
made without any direction from me what 
ever. 

I did not know the meetings had 


been 


held in the Jefferson Street Methodist church 


until the knowledge of the fact was com- 
municated to me by a gentieman at Griffin 
during the session of the North Georgia con- 
ference, which session did not begin unii! 
November 22, and ended on November 27. Ani 
this knowledge was conveyed to me after 
the appointment for the Jefferson Street 
church had been settled. Hence, the fact of 
the meetings could not have had anything tu 
do with the appointment made by mé for that 
church. The considerations controlling me 
were these: The law of the Methodist church 
requires the appointing power to assign to 
some appointment every man belonging to 
the annual conference, and, then, if there are 
places where local preachers are needed to 
supply charges for which no itinerant 
preacher is available, local preachers may 
be appointed. Rev. W. A. Hunton is a local 
preacher. The man who succeeds him was 
received on trial by the North Georgia con- 
ference, and I was bound to give him an 
appointment. 

It is true that after hearing that meet- 
ings of this kind had been held in the Jef- 
ferson Street Methodist church I advised 
Rev. W. A.. Hunton that all such meetings 
were contrary to the law and usage of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, South. 

Methodist churches are specifically set 
apart from all “‘unhallowed and common 
uses,” and devoted exclusively to purposes 
of worship, and they may not be lawfully 
used for meetings of a secular sort of any 
nature, whatsoever. 

When “the recall campaign” was in prog- 
ress in Atlanta, some time ago, I objected 
strenuously to the holding of the meetings 
of that kind in the Wesley Memorial church. 
At that time I was not in charge of the 
North Georgia conference, and, therefore, had 
no official authority over the matter. Had I[ 
been in charge of the North Georgia con- 
ference I would have forbidden such a meet- 
ing in any Methodist church under my juris- 
diction. Not being in charge of the North 
Georgia ‘conference, I communicated to “the 
recall campaign committee,” through Henry 
Y. McCord, my disapprobation of using the 
Wesley Memorial church for such a purpose. 
That was all I could do, and I declined to 
attend the meeting when it was held there. 
My position now is just the same as it was 
then, and always has been, and always will 
be. I do not believe that Christian churches 
should be used for any secular meeting what- 
soever; certainly such use of a Methodist 
church is contrary to the law of that church,

Wilson Urges Congress 


Legislation 


_ Against Railway Strike 


In Annual Message the Pres- 
ident Says Adamson Eight- 
Hour Law Must Be Supple- 
mented—Message Devoted 
Almost Wholly to Railroad 
Situation. 


Washington, December 5.—President 
Wilson's address at the opening of the 
Session of congress today was wholly 
devoted to domestic subjects, princi- 
Pally the problem of railway legisla- 
fion. 

In the hall of the house with sena- 
tors and representatives assembled in 
Joint session, President Wilson. in ac- 
cordance with the custom he began at 
the opening of his term, read his ad- 
dress from the clerk’s desk. 

The president not cnly renewed his 
recommendation for legislation to pre- 
Vent a nation-wide railway strike or 
lockout before there has beep oppor- 
tunity for investigation, but defended 
it against the attack of organized labor 
as nothing arbitrary or unjust and the 
“justifiable safeguarding by society of 
the necessary processes of its very life.” 

Aside from recommendations for the 
passage of the Porto Rico government 
bill, the corrupt practices bill and the 
Webb bill to legalize American coillec- 
tive selling agencies abroad, the pres- 
ident’s address was devoted wholly to 
the railroad situation. The only feature 
Which had not been forecast was the 
elimination of thé proposal that con- 
Bress give explicit approval to consid- 
eration by the interstate commerce 
commission of an increase in freight 
rates to meet additional expenditures 
by the railroads caused by the opera- 
tion of the Adamson law. 

Today the president took the position 
that “the power of the interstate com- 
merce commission to grant an increase 
of rates on the ground referred to is 
indisputably clear, and a recommenda- 
tion by the congress with regard to 
such a matter might seem to draw in 
question the scope of the commission’s 
authority or its inclination to do jus- 
fice when there is no reason to doubt 
either.” o 

The other recommendations on the 
railroad situation made in a special 
message during the last session which 
were not put into law were renewed 
today. 

The Text of the Message. 

The text of President Wilson’s mes- 
sage follows: 

Gentlemen of the Congress: In ful- 
filling at this time the duty laid upon 
me by the constitution of com- 
municating to you from -ime to time 


information of the state o1 the union 
and recommending to your considera- 
tion such legislative measures as may 
be judged necessary and expedient [

In the first place, it seems to me im- 
peratively necessary that the earliest 
possible consideration and action 
should be accorded the remaining 
measures of the program of settlement 
and regulation which I had occasion to 
recommend to you at the close of your 
last session in view of.the public dan- 
gers disclosed by the unaccommodated 
difficulties which then existed, and

The Recommendations. 

I then recommended: 

First, immediate provision for the 
enlargement and administrative reor- 
ganization of the interstate commerce 
commission along the lines embodied 1D 
the bill recently passed »y the hous’ 
of representatives and now awaiting 
action by the senate; in order that the 
commission may be enabled to deal 
with the many great and various du- 
ties now devolving upon it with a 
promptness and thoroughness which 
are, with its present constitution and 
means of action, practically :mpos- 
sible. 

Second, the establishment of an 
eight-hour day as the legal basis alike 
of. work and of wages in the employ- 
ment of all railway employees who are 
actually engaged in the work of 
operating trains in interstate transpor- 
tation. 

Third, the authorization of the ap- 
pointment by the president of a small 
body of men to observe the actual re- 
sults ,in experience of the adoption of 
the eight-hour day in railway trans- 
portation alike for the men and for the 
railroads. 

Fourth, explicit approval by the con- 
gress of the consideration by the in- 
terstate commerce commission of an in- 
crease of freight rates to meet such 
additional expenditures by ‘the rail- 
roads as may have been rendered neces- 
sary by the adoption of the eight-hour 
day and which have not been offset by 
administrative readjustments and econ- 
omies, should the facts disclosed justify 
the increase. 


For Arbitration. 


Fifth, an amendment of the existing 
federal statute which provides for the 
mediation, conciliation, and arbitration 
of such contraversies as the present 
by adding to it a provision that, in case 
the methods of accommodation now 
provided for should fail, a full public 
investigation of the merits of every 
such dispute shall be instituted and 
completed before a strike or lockout 
may lawfully be attempted. 

And, sixth, the lodzgment in the 
hands of the executive of the power, in 
case of military necessity, to take con- 
trol of such portions and such rolling 
stock of the railways of the country as 
may be required for military use and 
to operate them for military purposes, 
with authority to draft into the mili- 
tary service of the United States such 
train crews and administrative offi- 
cials as the circumstances require for 
their safe and efficient use. 

The second and third of these recom- 
mendations the congress immediately 
acted on: it established the eight-hour 
day as the legal basis of work and 
wages in train service and it authorized 
the appointment of a commission to 
observe and report upon the practical 
results, deeming these the measures 
most immediately needed; but it post- 
poned action upon the other sugges- 
tions until an opportunity should be 
offered for a more deliberate considera- 
tion of them. The fourth recommenda- 
tion [ do not deem it necessary to re- 
new. The power of the interstate com- 
merce commission to grant an increase 
of rates on the ground referred to is 
indisputably clear, and a recommenda- 
tion by the congress with regard to 
such a matter might seem to draw in 
question the scope of the commission’s 
authority or its inclination to do jus- 
tice when there is no reason to doubt 
either. 

Enlarging Commission. 

The other suggestions—the increase

ways when necessary in time of war 
or other like public 
very earnestly renew.

This is a program of regulation, 
prevention, and administrative erfi- 
ciency which argues its own case in 
the mere statement of it. With regard 
to one of its items, the increase in the 
efficiency of the interstate commerce 
commission, the house of representa- 
tives has already acted; its action needs 
only the concurrence of the senate. 


No Enforced Labor. 


I would hesitate to recommend, and 
I dare say the congress would hesitate 
to act upon the suggestion should I 
make it, that any man in any occupa- 
tion should be obliged by law to con- 
tinue in an employment which he de- 
sired to leave. To pass a law which 
forbade or prevented the individual 
workman to leave his work before re- 
ceiving the ig ete of society in do- 
ing so would be to adopt a new prin-

But the proposal 
that the operation of the railways of 
the country shall not be stopped or in-

any such principle. It is based upon 
the very different principle that the 
concerted action of powerful bodies of 
men shall not be permitted to stop the 
industrial process of the nation, at 
any rate before the nation shall have 
had an opportunity to acquaint itself 
with the merits of the case as between 
employee and employer, time to form 
its opinion upon an impartial state- 
ment of the merits, and opportunity to 
consider all practicable means of con- 
ciliation or arbitration. I can see 
nothing in that proposition but the 
justifiable safeguarding by society of 
the necessary processes of its very life. 
There is nothing arbitrary or unjust 
in it unless it be arbitrarily and un- 
justly done. It can and should be done 
with a full and scrupulous regard for 
the interests and liberties of all con- 
cerned as well as for the permanent 
interests of society itself. 
Three Capital Matters. 

Three matters of capital importance 
await the action of the senate which 
have already been acted upon by the 
house of representatives: the bill which 
seeks’ to extend greater freedom of 
combination to those engaged in pro- 
moting the foreign commerce of the 
country than is now thought by some 
to be legal under the terms of the laws 
against monopoly; the bill amending 
the present organic law of Porto 
Rico; and the bill proposing a more 
thorough and systematic regulation 
of the expenditure of money in elec- 
commonly called «he corrupt 
I need not labor my ad- 
vice that these measures be enacted 
into law. Their urgency lies in the 
manifest circumstances which render 
their adoption at this time not only 
opportune, but necessary. Even delay 
would seriously jeopard the interests 
of the country and of the government. 

Immediate passage of the bill to 
regulate the expenditure of money in 
elections may seem to be less neces- 
sary than the immediate enactment of 
the other measures to which I refer; 
because at least two years will elapse 
before another election in which fed- 
eral offices are to be filled; but it 
would greatly relieve the public mind 
if this important matter were dealt 
with while the circumstances and the 
dangers to the public morals of the 
present method of obtaining and 
spending campaign funds stand clear 
under recent observation and the 
methods of expenditure can be frankly 
studied in the light of present experi- 
ence; and a delay would have the fur- 
ther very. serious disadvantage of 
postponing action until another elec- 
tion was at hand and some special ob- 
ject connected with it might be 
thought to be in the mind of those who 
urged it.

The announcement is the first public 
expression, officials says, 
which has in fact been in operation for 
some time, and which has_ brought 
forth protests by this country in several 
cases. Many American ships have been 
refused coal, it is declared, and conse- 
quently held up for from three days to 
a week with a resulting heavy loss to 
their owners. 

Will Embarrass Trade. 

The general effect of this policy, of- 
ficials believe, will be to seriously em- 
barrass all independent American trade 
with non-allied countries. It is de- 
clared that trade between this country 
and the Phédlippines, for instance, can 
be conducted only under-the greatest 
difficulties, as Great Britain owns most 
of the coaling stations along the way. 
Trade to South America is expected to 
be crippled also, because most of the 
cOaling facijJities in harbors there are 
owned by the British. 

he German submarine campaigns Are 
believed here to be largely responsible 
for the new ruling, their inroads on 
world shipp:ing influencing the allies to 
conserve their vessels and fuel. Not 
only is there a shortage of ships for 
the carrying trade, it is said, but a 
desire to hold as few vessels as poSsi- 
ble in carrying coal to various stations 
about the world.

Chihuahua City, Mex., December 5. 
(Via El Paso Junction.)—This_ city 
today is being policed by troops of 
the de facto government.

of terror. Municipal President Hol- 
guin and eight prominent citizens 
were’ executed. About forty China- 
men were slain and other foreigners 
were killed or injured.

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“BUNCHED BUYING” 
CAUSES OGD 10 RISE 


Boston, December 5.—Hysterical, 
panic-stricken “bunched buying” is re- 
sponsible for much of the rise in food- 
stuff prices, according to Federal Dis- 
trict Attorney George W. Anderson, 
recently appointed to take charge of 
the nation-wide inquiry into the causes 
of the high cost of living. “The ‘bear’ 
and not the ‘bull’ is the sane business 
man of today,” Mr. Anderson declared. 

District Attorney Anderson left here 
today for New York and Washington. 


He said he would confer in New York 
with agents of the department of jus- 
tice who have charge of the federal 
investigation in that city and later 
would proceed to Washington. He was 
accompanied by Special Assistant At- 
torney General Adler. 

The district attorney gave out the 
following statement: 

“In Washington we are to have con- 
ferences with Secretary Houston, of 
the department of agriculture: Secre- 
tary Redfield, of the department of 
commerce, with representatives of the 
interstate commerce commission and 
fhe federal trade commission for the 
purpose of enabling the department of 
justice to co-ordinate its investigations, 
in order to ascertain whether the 
marked increase in prices of commod- 
ities is due to acts in violation of the 
anti-trust laws. 

“Meantime the public should under- 
stand that special agents all over the

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


Liverpool hit us a hard crack Tuesday 
morning with its weak cables, and by send- 
ing over selling orders to New York total- 
ling fully 50,000 bales. These offerings 
dislodged a lot of long cotton on stop loss 
orders and the wonder is that the market 
absorbed it as well as it did in the absence 
of a bull leader or any aggressive support. 
The demand came from all directions in 
small lots and under 19.90 for March, Cas- 
tles and Wall street brokers bought. Spot 
holders were reported to be refusing to meet 
the decline in contracts. 

The cotton market was put to another 
seyere test Tuesday. The political upheaval 
in Great Britain naturally unsettled ,Liver- 
pool and this was seized upon as a basis 
on which to attack prices. In addition it 
was circulated broadcast that it was im- 
possible to sell spots, as there was no de- 
mand. It was not mentioned, however, that 
there was no disposition on the part of 
holders to press their cotton for sale. The 
object and purpose of this was to drive out 
the remaining longs, especially to catch 
stop orders, which were supposed to exist 
in quantity just below the 20-cent mark 
for May. While this combination of influ- 
ences succeeded in forcing prices down 
about 47 points from last night's close, 
rock bottom was touched and there was a4 
rebound of 32 points from the bottom. A 
very considerabie addition has been made 
to the short interest during the past week 
and bears have been endowed with new 
courage, which is likely to prove quite an 
expensive acquisition. During the decline 
of 150 points within eight days, spots have 
shown little disposition to follow, and a 
test covering eight days ought to be suf- 
ficient to dispel any illusions about pos- 
sible weakness or desire to liquidate on 
the part of spot holders. It should be 
manifest that it is dangerous to be short 
at prices for contracts way below a parity 
with spot cotton, when a liberal demand 
Shall present itself at full spot prices. There 
are rumors afloat that some of the big 
operators, who took profits a week ago, are 
coming back into the market and that a 
new bull market is starting from Tuesday 
morning’s level. One thing is certain, there 
is a large and widely scattered short in- 
terest.

Gradually, however, evidence 
accumulated that the recent decline of 
25 cents a bushel had been too tempt- 
ing for European buyers to ignore, 
even though war risk insurance rates 
on the ocean had risen about as high 
for neutral vessels as for belligerents. 
Traders showed a disposition also in 
the last half of the day to give more 
weight to reports about the stand 
which President Wilson was said tv 
have taken against an embargo. 

Dearness of money and the contin- 
ued difficulties hampering railway 
shipments were largely responsible for 
the depression which was noticeable in 
the early wheat trade. Some relaxing 
of the charges for call loans came 
later and formed an element of en- 
couragement for the _ bulls. There 
were predictions, besides, that liberal 
clearances At the seaboard during the 
rest of this month would clear away 


the rail congestion. 

Improved domestic call. as well as a 
better export demand tended to give 
strength to corn. Trade, which at first 
was smal], broadened out, especially 
after wheat began to climb. Elevator 
concerns absorbed surplus offerings 
of oats. Export transactions were of 
greater volume than has recently been 
the case.

COLD WEATHER FAILED | 
TO HURT COTTON MUCH 


Washington, December 5.—Crop condt- 
tions in the south during November were 
reviewed today in the National Weather 
and Crop Bulletin as follows: 

“Except in South Carolina, cotton seems 
to be practically ali harvested. In the 
Carolinas general killing frost came opr 
the 15-16th in the main cotton areas; late 
cotton had matured very satisfactorily and 
top bolis caught by the breeze are in such 
conditon that many will open. Over the 
bulk of the cotton belt scarcely any cotton 
remained subject to injury when the se- 
vere cold weather came. 

“Cold weather damaged sweet potatoes 
in Mississippi and Louisana and white po- 
tatoes in Louisana. Freezing weather se- 
verely injured truck in practically all 
southern states, but most truck escaped in 
the warmer portion. 

“Sugar cane was damaged to some 6x- 
tent. 

“Satsuma oranges were damaged in Mis- 
sissippi and about 20 per cent of the citrus 
fruit in Texas was injured. The cold 
weather was beneficial to citrus fruit in 
Florida."’

TOTAL ALLIED LOSSES, 
ESTIMATED 15,100,000 


Figures Are Credited by Ber- 


lin to Copenhagen Re- 
search Society. 


Berlin, December 5.—(Via Sayville.) 
The total losses of the entemte have 
been 15,100,000, according to figures 
given out by the Association for Re- 
search into the social consequences of 
the war, of Copenhagen, as quoted in an 
Overseas News agency statement today. 

“Of this number,” says the rews 
agency summary, of the report, “great 
Britain has lost 1,200,600 men, Russia 
6,500,000, France 3,700,000, Italy 800,000, 
Serbia 480,000, Belgium 220,000 and Ru- 
mania 200,009. 

“These figures admit of curious con- 
clusion. Thus, the losses of Serbia, 
Belgium and Rumania are three-quar- 
lerg those of the British, and as in the 
Rumanian losses only those of the first 
two months are included, these three 
Binal] nations have in fact made sacri- 
fices as large as those of the great 
British empire. Ifaly has suffered al- 
ready losses equal to two-thirds of 
those of adhe British, although she en- 
tered the war ten months later than 
(;reat Britain.
